VOTING PROCEDURES 


This year, as in the past, voting for the position of Emperor 
VI and Empress VI as conducted in each of our three clubs 
(in alphabetical order) Boots and Saddles, Flashback, and The Roost. 
Steel Ballot boxes were obtained from the City of Edmonton 
Election Offices and have been used at the polling station. 
Each station was manned by one member of the Imperial 
Court of Wild. Roses and by a non-member. 


Ballots were made available to the patrons of the clubs on 
request and when given, the voters hand was markedtoavoid 
dual voting. The polls opened at 9:

At that time, the boxers were signed and sealed 
and promptly delivered to the Holiday Inn for safekeeping 
until the day of the ball. 


On the day of the ball, each ballot box was opened and the 
votes were tabulated separately by one member of the court 
and by an out-of-town court representative. These results 
were delivered to Emperor V Joe-Boy and Empress V Trixi 
who, just prior totheir Last Walkstabulatedthefinalresults. 


Theseresults will be announced by theM.C.’s of the evening 
immediately prior to the actual coronation of Emperor VI and 
Empress Vi.
